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DUST  ALIVE

Carl  Sandburg  poetically  speaks 
of  the  recent  war  dead  as  "dream- 
dust."  and  of  the  effect  of  the  in- 
fhiential  dead  as  "dust  alive." 
The  purpose  of  this  article  and  of 
the  acconipatiying  pictures  is  to 
make  dust  alive  out  of  some  of  the 
dream  dust  on  Northwestern  State 
Collese  (lampus.  especially  that 
dream  dust  which  was  Henry  Ad- 
ams Bullard.  Necessarily  the  writ- 
er has  used  secondary  sources,  but 
sources  not  often  read  or  known 
by  the  mass  of  alunmi,  faculty 
mendjers.   or  students. 

You  have  rightly  supposed  that 
the  building  pictured  is  the  Bul- 
lard Mansion,  as  it  was  popularly 
called  —  the  structure  built  by 
Judge  Henry  Adams  Bullard  in 
1832.  as  his  plantation  home.  This 
building  is  dust  alive  to  any  per- 
son in  Natchitoches  who  antedates 
1913.  the  year  it  was  torn  down 
except  for  the  columns.  Such  per- 
sons remember  the  four  large 
rooms  downstairs,  the  central  hall 
the  beautiful  spiral  staircase  lead- 
ing to  the  duplicate  second  floor, 
and  the  third  floor,  or  the  attic 
room,  which  was  finished  and 
used  for  dances,  big  receptions, 
and  church  affairs  by  the  Bullard 
family — that  is.  according  to  J.  E. 
Guardia  and  Dean  E.  Varnado. 
The  dances  were  probably  for  the 
beautiful  daughters  and  handsome 
sons  of  the  distinguished  judge 
and  Congressman:  the  receptions 
for  statesmen  and  jurists;  and  the 
church  meetings  for  Episcopal 
groups,  according  to  an  old  diary. 
The  lovely  lady  pictured  is  the 
wife  of  Henry  Adams  Bullard. 
Before  her  marriage  she  was  Sa- 
rah Maria  Kaiser,  a  native  of 
Lexington,  Kentucky.  A  few  mo- 
ments of  gazing  at  her  picture  will 
bring  alive  her  sweetness,  charm, 
graciousness,  and  intelligent  un- 
derstanding. 

The  portrait  of  the  gentleman 
exhibits  dignity,  intelligence,  firm- 
ness, and  yet  kindliness  and  gen- 
tleness. One  can  well  believe  that 
Henry  Bullard  was,  as  is  said, 
handsome  in  his  youth.  Much  has 
been  written  by  and  about  him, 
and  yet  there  are  many  gaps  in 
the  information,  particularly  in 
regard  to  his  family  life,  which 
research  may  never  fill  in.  Nearly 
a  hundred  years  has  elapsed  since 
he  passed  away  in  1851.  The  most 
com|)rehensive  accumulation  of 
facts  concerning  him  is  to  be 
found  in  Dora  J.  Bonquois'  mas- 
ter's thesis  in  history,  completed 
at  the  Louisiana  Stale  University 
and  published  in  The  Louisiana 
Historical  Quarterly  for  October, 
1940:  it  covers  approximatelj'  a 
hundred  pages.  From  this  and  lo-

cal  Natchitoches  sources,  some 
facts  have  been  gleaned  that 
should  make  certain  facets  of  this 
useful,  versatile,  and  brilliant  per- 
sonality live. 

The  veteran  Yankees  on  our 
campus  should  know  that  he  was 
born  September  9,  1788.  at  Pep- 
perell,  Massachusetts.  ( According 
to  the  Harvard  records,  he  was 
born  in  1787.  School  records  are 
not   always   accurate. ) 

Although  he  received  an  A.B. 
degree  from  Harvard  in  1807,  he 
did  not  take  part  in  the  graduat- 
ing services;  and  all  who  have 
ever  complained  of  food  on  the 
Campus  will  understand  why. 
Young  Bullard  was  suspended  on 
April  20.  1807.  because  he  com 
plained  of  the  food  at  the  Harvard 
Commons.  He  was  later  reinstated 
on  June  18,  but  too  late  to  take 
part  in  the  exercises. 

Resentment  over  this  experience 
probablv  caused  his  failure  to  ap- 
pear for  his  M.A.  in  1810.  when 
he  was  supposed  to  get  it.  The 
second  degree  was  finally  award- 
ed in  1836,  when  he  was  living  in 
the  Bullard  Mansion. 

Our  young  lawyers  and  those 
concerned  with  foreign  languages 
will  be  interested  to  know  that  he 
studied  law  in  Philadelphia  from 
1810  to  1812.  when  he  was  admit- 
ted to  the  bar;  but  that  he  inci- 
dentally found  time  to  perfect  his 
French  and  to  acquire  a  fluent 
reading  and  speaking  knowledge 
of  Italian,  Spanish,  and  German. 

Young  Bullard  cut  short  his  law 
career  in  Philadelphia  by  joining 
General   Toledo's    forces.    General 


Toledo  was  interested  in  hel()ing 
Texas  gain  her  independence  from 
Spain.  Because  of  Bullard's  knowl- 
edge of  Spanish,  he  was  made 
Toledo's  aide-de-camp  and  secre- 
tary. Accompanying  the  general. 
Bullard  passed  through  Natchi- 
toches in   1813. 

The  journalism  students  and 
graduates  interestcl  in  iie\vspa])en- 
probably  do  not  know  that  Pole 
do's  voung  secretary  help-^l  to  set 
up  a  printing  pre?s  and  make 
preparations  for  publishing  the 
first  newspaper  ever  published  or 
Texas  soil — this  papsr  came  ojt 
in  Nacogdoches  in  May,   I!!!'). 

For  lovers  of  hairbreadth  es- 
capes, we  may  note  thai  when 
General  Toledo's  forces  were  am 
bushed  and  cut  to  pieces  by  Ar 
rendondo's  Royalist  army.  Bullard 
was  one  of  the  few  to  escape. 

Those  with  hard-luck  stories 
may  be  interested  to  know  that 
Bullard,  after  suffering  numerous 
hardships,  returned  to  Natchi- 
toches, a  thriving  city  of  our  State 
second  in  importance  only  to  New 
Orleans.  He  was  "ragged,  broken 
down  by  fatigue  and  privation 
and  permiless."  I'nknown  and  ig 
norant  of  the  unusual  system  of 
law  in  Louisiana,  he  nevertheless 
opened  a  law  office  here  the  latter 
part  of  1813  or  the  first  of  1814. 
Having  quickly  mastered  the  Na- 
poleonic Code  and  the  Louisiana 
Code  of  1<!08.  and  having  made 
himself  familiar  with  the  leading 
authorities  on  civil  law,  he  pros 
pered,  even  though  he  was  com- 
pelled to  ride  a  circuit  embracing 
Opelousas  and  Avoyelles  Parish 
on  the  south.  Ouachita  Parish  on 
the  north,  and  Concordia  Parish 
on  the  east,  as  well  as  the  towns  of 
Alexandria    and    Natchitoches. 

It  was  two  years  later,  we  may 
remind  romanticists,  that  he  mar- 
ried the  lovely  lady  pictured  here. 

Only  three  years  later,  judge? 
and  politicians  may  like  to  know, 
he  became  the  district  judge,  serv 
ing  in  that  capacity  until  1821. 
In  1820  he  was  elected  State  rep 
resentative.  Soon  after  this  he 
moved  to  Alexandria,  for  in  1823 
he  was  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  that  town. 

In  1830  and  1832.  he  was  elect 
ed  to  the  National  Congress  from 
the  Third   Congressional   District: 
and  again  in    lit.SO.  shortly  before 
his  death. 

Lovers  of  (ireek  Colonial  arc  hi- 
tecture,  this  is  the  man  who  built 
the  Bullard  Mansion,  on  the  site 
we  all  know.  He  move:!  back  to 
Nalchito(dies  in  1832.  Just  how 
long  he  lived  here  is  not  known 
exactly;  but  in  1837  he  acquire! 
another  residence — a  plantation 
near  Opelousas.  Mrs.  Bullard  was 
living  on  the  Opelousas  plantation 
at  the  time  of  her  death  in  1874. 


IVIiss  Dean  Varnado  re|)orts  that 
Judge  Bullard  sold  his  Natchi- 
toches home  in  the  1830's,  but  she 
does  not  give  the  year. 

During  the  few  years  that  he 
reside  1  on  this  campus  site,  he  not 
only  was  (^)ngrcssman  for  two 
years,  but  in  MVM  began  the  most 
important  decade  of  his  life  as 
Associate  Justice  of  the  Louisiana 
Supreme  Court,  holding  this  posi 
tion  until  the  Courts  were  reorgan- 
ized in  1816,  except  for  three 
months  when  he  was  Secretary  of 
State  in  1839. 

His  last  years  will  interest  the 
teachers  and  the  lovers  of  "firsts." 
After  retiring  as  Judge  in  18U). 
e\en  though  his  health  began  to 
fail  in  1843.  he  became  a  teacher 
of  law  in  18)47  at  the  newly  estab- 
lished Law  School  of  the  State 
University  (established  in  U'l.S  in 
New  Orleans),  and  dean  ol  the 
Law  School,  which  was  the  first  in 
the  United  States  to  offer  a  course 
in  the  Roman  (avil  Law.  Not  only 
Was  he  the  first  dean  of  the  first 
law  school  in  Louisiana,  but  he 
was  the  first  Professor  of  Civil 
Law  in  the  United  States.  As  Su- 
preme Court  udge,  he  was  consid- 
ered an  autl.  )rity  on  civil  juris- 
prudence; his  opinions  in  the  Su-

umes. "His  habits  of  industry, 
legal  inquiry  and  research  were 
laborious  and  unremitting  and 
stood  him  in  good  stead." 

Lovers   of  folklore   and   hislor\ 
point   with   pride   to   the   fact   thai 
Henrv    Bullard    has    several    other 
firsts"  in  his  record.  He  presided 
>ver  a   meeting  on  May  9,   1835. 
A-hich  established  the  official  Lou 
siana     Historical     Society.     This 
meeting,   in    addition,   defined   the 
objects   and   scope  of  the  society. 
4e  delivered  the  first  paper  at  the 
irst  annual  meeting  o!  the  Society 
n    January.    1836.      The   address, 
■ntitled  'The  ExpeJiericy  and  Util- 
ty    of    Establishing    a    Historical 
ociety   in   this   State,"   was  long, 
•'ell   written,  interesting,  and   well 
elivered.     Two     days     after     the 
peech,  when  the  members  adopt- 
d  a  constitution  and  elected  offi- 
ers,    Judge    Bullard    was    elected 
r.st  president  of  the  Society.    Al- 
lough  the  Society  soon   fell  into 
ecay,   Bullard   was   one  of  those 
ho    revived    it    in    1816.    and    he 
gain  served  as  president  in   1817. 
Students  of  Louisiana  literature 
-e  aware  of  Henry  Bullard's  lit- 
ary  style  and  versatility  and  of 
IS   interest   in  the  culture  of  the 
ate.  His  judicial  style,  although 
Javy,  is  accurate  and   clear;    his 
Iiejilogies  are  brilliant,  ornate;  and 
IS  actually  light  and  humorous 
>;jj     an  address  before  the  People's 
"yi  /ceum.     In     this    addre.-;s,    "The 
ii*  Halive  Condition  of  Man  in  An- 


cient and  Modern  Times,"  which 
was      later      published.      Bullard 
brings  Cicero   up  to  date,   record- 
ing   the    Latin     philosopher     and 
statesman's  reat  tion   to  contempo- 
rary life  in  a  series  of  six  letters, 
which  he  pretends  to  have  discov- 
ered and  translated   with   the  help 
of  dictionaries   and    his  son.    who 
had  recently  got  his  degree.  Judge 
Bullard  had  a  genuine" and  liveTv 
mterest    in    the    People's    Lvceum. 
Ihe   purpose   of   the    organization 
was   to   promote  education,   estab- 
lish a  library,  and  institute  a  year- 
ly series  of  public  lectures. 

The  pessimists  may  hail  with 
glee  the  fact  that  some  controver- 
sies marred  Bullard's  last  days, 
when  he  exhibited  more  broad- 
minded  views  of  the  issues  that 
were  tearing  the  North  and  South 
apart  than  some  of  his  compeers: 
that  some  of  his  arguments  in  a 
few  of  his  cases  were  unsound; 
and  that  he  died  insolvent.  April 
17,  1851,  three  weeks  after  return- 
ing from   Congress. 

Dora  J.  Bonquois  summarizes 
the  career  of  the  "lawyer,  planter, 
egislator,  jurist,  educator,  scholar, 
linguist,  writer,  and  orator"  whose 
labors  only  death  ended,  in  a  more 
realistic  fashion  than  his  contem- 
poraries, who  paid  him  extrava- 
gant tribute: 

"Nearly  a  hundred  vears  have 
passed,"  she  writes,  "since  Bullard 
lived  and  worked  in  Louisiana, 
lime  has  shown  the  equity  of  his 
principles.    It    remains    but    for    a

Out   of  a   granite   tomb.

Demons  Skid  From 
First  Place  in  GSC 

The  Demons,  who  were  leading 
the  Gulf  States  Conference  after 
romping  over  Southeastern,  re- 
ceived two  setbacks  in  the  next  two 
games  and  went  into  a  third-place 
tie  with  Southwestern. 

Playing  the  Louisiana  Tech 
Bulldogs  before  an  estimated 
crowd  of  L'3,000  at  the  Louisiana 
State  Fair  Grounds  in  Shreveport, 
the  Demons  were  set  back  for 
their  first  loss  in  six  games. 

With  no  score  in  the  first 
quarter,  Tech  came  back  strong 
in  the  second  quarter  and  drove 
all  the  way  down  the  field  for  a 
touchdown.  The  try  for  extra 
point  was  successful  and  Teth  led. 
7-0.  Just  before  the  end  of  the 
second  quarter,  Emmons  passed  to 
(^uinn  for  46  yards,  and  Coyle 
raced  17  yards  for  a  Demon  touch- 
down on  the  next  play.  Davis 
kicked  the  extra  point  and  the 
score  stood  7-7  at  the  half. 

Capitalizing  on  a  break  when 
Tech  recovered  a  Demon  fumble 


deep  in  Demon  territory,  Michael 
place-kicked  a  perfect  3  points 
from  the  17-yard  line,  bringing 
the  score  to  10-7.  That  ended  the 
scoring  for  the  game.
